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The Passing Show | “That Tired Feeling” 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


On my desk is a letter from a lady who has 
tried the fasting and dieting cure and she says, 
“I feel like a new woman. I used to be so tired 
all the time but I now have plenty of pep.” 

This is a typical letter from a patient once 
tired and “run-down” who has learned how to 
let good habits of living 
“wind her up again.” A tired 
feeling is not a natural state 
and if you suffer from it the 
thing to do it to take away 
habits which waste strength 
and energy and put in their 
place those good habits which 
help you to use energy and to 
increase it. 

We say that some people 


Dr. F. McCoy are “born tired.” This is a 
a er mis-statement for most in- 
fants and young children are far from tired 


and display a great deal of energy. If you are 
tired all of the time it is not because you were 
born that way, it is because of the way you are 
living. 

You may feel so tired that you want to rest 
up after the slightest task. The rest cure by 
itself does more harm than good and only leads 
to greater weakness. While rest is of value it 
must be balanced by periods of activity. You 
will find it hard to overcome chronic tiredness 
by rest alone, a far better cyre is to take a les- 
son from the young child and do as he does; 
increase your strength by using it. Your 
strength largely depends upon your muscles 
and your muscles grow stronger only by using 
them. The child does not become active by sit- 
ting in an easy chair wishing he had pep enough 
to run and jump. He gains strength by run- 
ning and jumping. This is a demonstration of 
the old saying: “Do the thing and you will have 
the power.” This is very true in building up 
strength. If you wish tu feel strong enough to 
go for a daily walk you must walk. First comes 
the doing, then comes the power to do more. 
I can promise you that if you will do those 
things which build vitality and vigor, then just 
as surely as day follows night, strength will be 
yours. 

For the person who is always tired and who 
has been told nothing is organically wrong, I 
prescribe exercise. The best plan is to use 
physical culture exercises each day, together 
with walking. It is very important that the 
exercises be started slowly. At first do only a 
few and do them not more than once or twice 
As your strength increases, you can add others, 
doing each exercise a greater number of times. 
Do the same thing with walking. Start walk- 
ing a short distance and gradually walk a little 
until you can cover four or five miles daily and 
come in feeling as rested as when you started. 

At the beginning of any regimen to banish 
tiredness, it is well to use a fasting and dieting 
treatment to cleanse the body of accumulatetd 
poisons. When these impurities are present they 
produce the familiar symptoms so well known to 
every patient suffering from extreme tiredness. 
The most marked sensation is a feeling of 
fatigue, or exhaustion which becomes so strong 
that the patient has to force himself to do any 
kind of work. Even a short period of activity 
tires him and he feels “played out.” Sometimes 
there is trembling or weakness of the legs, or a 
quivering sensation in the internal organs. 

Various other symptoms may develop such as 
a throbbing sensation in the ears or temples, a 
sleepy or drowsy feeling while reading; or a 
dull headache. The tired person is discouraged 
and has attacks of the blues, he is easily worried 
or upset by small things. He may have a bad 
taste in the mouth, poor appetite, sleepless 
nights, bad health, dark circles under the eyes, 
or an unpleasant breath. He avoids others 
cause he doesn't feel well enough to enjoy com-

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


__ At this time in 1860 Upper 
Canada was excited over the 
discovery of petroleum in 
Lambton county which, in its 
way, Was equal to any rush to 
California or Yukon goldfields. 
It was at Oil Springs near 
Petrolia that the first oil well 
on this continent was sunk In 
1857 J. H. Williams, of Ham- 
ilton, became interested,in the 
gum beds of Enniskillen town- 
ship. In 1858 he had a well 
dug by pick. and shovel until 
he found crude oil. (This was 
a year before the famous Drake 
well, the first in the United 
States, was drilled in Pennsy]- 
Vania) 

Williams set up retorts and 
boiled the heavy substance he 
had found until he had a much 
lighter and more usable liquid 
He drilled for wattr in 1860 
and a real oi] well was the un- 
expected result. His well was 
not deep, but in 1862 James 
Shaw drilled through the rock 
from a depth of 165 feet to a 
depth of 240 feet and this well 
was a “gusher.”’ It spouted out 
into the air at the rate of many 
thousand gallons an hour. He 
had made no preparations for 
Storage, he did not know how

to cap his well, and millions of 
gallons of oi! ran away down 
Black creek into the Sydenham 
river and so into Lake St. Clair, 
the Detroit river and Lake Eric 
So convinced was he that he 
was made for life, that he re- 
fused an offer of $25,000 for hi 
property but in a short while 
he lamented his decision, for 
the well died out—and he died 
in poverty. 

His strike, however, made Oil 
Springs a magnet for adven- 
turers from all over America 
A mushroom hantytown 
sprang up; fabulous prices were 


asked, and given for “town 
le More gushers were 
stiuck, ranging from 2,000 to 


7,000 gallons a day. The main 
reet was planked for a mile 
and a half, omnibuses ran the 
length every five minutes and 


there were 12 general stores 
and several hotels with long 
bars. 

But the boom ended in 18665 
and in one week 25 wells 
stopped flowing. The popula- 
tion ran away, falling from 
4,000 to 200. Springs had col- 
lapsed. But Petrolia lived, 


which is another story.
